CHAPTER 57.

AN ACT to amend chapter two hundred and seventy-three (273),
of the laws of 1874, entitled, ¢ An act relating to railroads, ex-
press, and telegraph companies in the State of Wisconsin,” and
to repeal other esections and acts named therein.

The people of the Statcof Wisconsin, vepresented in

senate and assembly, do enact as jfollows:

Secrion 1. Within ten days after the passage and Railrosd com-
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publication of this act, the governor, by and with the
consent of the senate, shall appoint a railrvad com-
missioner, who shall hold his office for the term of
two years from the fifteenth day of Iebruary, and
urtil his successor is appointed and qualified. Every
two years thereafter, the governor,({)y and with the
advice and consent of the senate, shall appoint a rail-
road commissioner, who shall hold his office for the .
term of two years, and until his successor shall be
appointed and qualified. And the nomination of
railroad commissioner shall lLereafter be sent to the
senate by the governor during the month of January,
immediately preceding the begining of such commis-
sioner’s term of office. The governor shail have
power to remove such commissioner, and appoint
another to fill the vacancy, at any time in his discre-
tion. No person owning any bonds, stock, or pro-
perty in any railroad company, or who is in the em-
ployment of, or in any way or manner pecunjarily in-
terested in any railroad corporation, shall Le so ap-
pointed.

Secrion 2. The railroad commissioner shall in-
quire into any neglect or violation of the laws of this
state by any railroad corporation doing business there-
in, or by the officers, agents, or employes thereof, and
shall also, from time to time, caretully examine and
inspect the condition of each railroad in the state, and
of its equipment, and the manner of its conduct and
management with relation to the public safety and
convenience. He shall also examine and ascertain
the pecuniary condition and the manner of financial
management of each and every railroad corporation
doing business in this state. )

Secrion 3. To enable said commissioner to make
the report and return required by section twelve (12), of
the act of which this is amendatory, the president or
managing officer of each railroad corporation in the
state, shall annually make to the railroad commis-
sioner, in the month of October, such returns and in
the form he may prescribe, as will afford the informa-
tion required for their said official report. Such re.
turns shall be verified by the oath of the officer makin
them, and any railroad corporation whose return shal
not be made, as herein prescribed, within the month
of October, shall be liable to a penalty of one hundred
dollars ($100) for each and every day, after the thirty-
first day ot October, that such return shall be willfully
delayed or refused.
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Sectiox 4. No railroad corporation shall charge, gainet dis-
demand, or receive from any person, company, or cor- gfizinationsin
poration, for the transportation of persons or pro-
perty, a greater sum than it shall at the same time
charge, demand, or receive from any other person or
corporation for a like service from the same place;
and no railroad corporation shall charge or receive a
larger sum per car-load, trom one person than any
other, shipping from the same place; but this last

SkcrioN 9. No president, director, officer, agent, or
employe of any railroad or transportation company,
shall be interested directly or indirectly in the far-
nishing of material or supplies to such company, or
in the business of transportation as a common car-
rier of freights or passengers, over the lines owned,
leased, controlled, or operated by such company.

Section 10. In the construction of this act, the
phrase railroad shall be construed to include all rail-
roads and railways nperated by steam, and whether
operated by the corporation owning them, or by other
corporations or otherwise. The phrase “railroad cor-
poration’’ shall be construed to mean the corporation
which construects, maintains, or operates a railroad
operated by steam-power.

Secrion 11. The Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul
Railway Company shall file with the railroad com-
missioner, before the day when this act shall take ef-
fect, the regular published schedule of their tariff
rates for the transportation of persons and property,
which was in force on their railroads on the 15th day
of June, A. D. 1872, duly verified by the oath of the
general freight agent of said company thereto at-
tached, and that company and the Western Union
Railroad Company, and the Chicago and Northwest-
ern Railway Company, shall not demand, coliect, or
receive a greater compensation for the transportation
of persons and property than is fixed in sucl sched-
ule for corresponding distances. This provision
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shall also apply to such lines of railroads as have
been built and put into operation by either of said
companies and opecrated under lease or otherwise,

When a will devising lands or any in-
other Btato _ terest in lands situated in this state, shall have here-
e and et tofore been or shall hereafter be duly proved and al-
fectualto prove Jowed in the proper court of any other of the United
States, or of the territories thereof, a copy of such
will and the probate therenf, duly authenticated, may
be recorded in the registry of deeds of the county in
which such lands are situated, and when so recorded
shall be as effectual to prove the title to such lands as
if proved and allowed in this state, and the record of
such copy or a transcript of such record duly certi-
fied, shall be prima facie evidence in all the courts of
this state.
SkctioN 2. This act shall take effect and be in force
from and after its passage and publication.
